CRITICISM OF “NON-EXPERTS. 


INCREASED RATES SAID TO BE OVERDUE, 


We have..recoived from the 
China and Japan Telephone and 
Electric Company, Ltd. the fol- 
lowing reply to the Telephone 
Committee’s report, which .has 
been addressed to the Heb. 
Colonial Secretary by Mr. G. 
Parker Ness :— 


courtesy in fursishing me with a 
capy of the Repost of the joiat 
Committee of the two Chambers 
of Commerce, on the. proposed 
agreement with the Telephone 
Company for an extension of its 
licensee. I have read this docu- 
ment with care, which, to mr 
mind, discloses no good causa for 
the continued postponement of 
the canclasion of the new licence. 
..The Negotiations. 

Let me, before calling «atten- 
tion in detail to its terms,.remind 
you sbortiy of the long driwo 
ont. negotiations to which this 
report is the latest contribution. 

Two and a half years ago. the 
Telephone Company, soffering 
else- 
where from the ris> in prices 
consequent on the war, epplied 
to the Government for & recon- 
sideration of the subscription 
rates which—fixed macy years. 
ago. under different cireem- 
stances—were out of date ant 
had become jnapplicable to the 
preseot time. The Governmant 
acknowledged that car applic- 
ation deserved consideration, if it 
was justified by facts, and 
set afoot ‘enquiries to get 
fall . joformeation on = the 
subject. In the first in 
stance, they appointed Messrs. 
Lawe, Bingham and Matthews 
to acquire and furnish imforma- 
tion on the value of the Com- 
pany’s undertaking - ahd the 
figure of the rates that would 
returu fair and reasonable com- 
pensation for the service. ‘These 
gentlemen pursued their en- 
quiries over a period of more 
than a year. and, althouzh their 
conclusions Ted to no settlement 
of the above question, tha Report 
made some important admissions 
which bear closely on the 
situation to-day. 

In answering a question put by 
you as to the value of tha exist- 
ing undertaking, Messrs. Lowe.

As the situation could not be 
improved by my indefinite stsy at 
Canton. } decided to leave the 
task of pacifying Awangtung to 
the various military units and to 
come to Shanghai to confer and 
co-operate with those of like mind 
regarding the national situation. 

“Regarding the crigin of the 
rebeHion at Canton, it is obvious 
that the. versions and accconts 
‘given by Chan Kwing-ming 
his uncerlings are illogical and 
contradictory. If ther say that I 
ought to have retired because the 
Constituticnalist aim has beer 
acecmplished, I have to direct 
attention to my Declaration of 
Jane 6th last, in which I marked 
out the way towards reunification 
of the country. This is matter 
of public knowledge. As I accept- 
ed from Parliament the task of 
aprulding the Constitution, I 
could not well Teave my poat 
withcut devising or trying to 
devise means of guarenteeing or 
arrantipg peace and examining 
into the sincerity of the Cnibii 
military leaders. 

Escaped Death Trap. 

“The truth is that the talk of 
my political retiremeat was heard 
only sfter the outbreak of the 
rebellion and was noised about oF 
Chan in order to mask his real 
object. The real facts are that 
Chan instigated the Second Divi- 
sion ta acmmence the attack, first 
looting and then bombarding and 
committing incendiarism. He was 
determined to destrcy the Govern- 
ment and to drive me jnte 6 death- 
trap. " € 

"The Second Division consis 
of Honan troops. If the latter had 
succeeded in murdering me, the 
entire burden of the crime would 
have rested on them and Chap 
Kwing-ming hoped to escape res- 
nonsibility and even to rid himself of 
the Hunan troops wiose presence 
in the Canton army is not viewed 
‘oy him with much ‘favour. But J 
escaped. And he accordingly 
tried to camoufage his attempted 
assassination asa movement -to 
force me intd polities! retirement.
